The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is an a priori 
lack of unity (MPEP 1850(11)) between groups I and II and between groups III and I due 
to the lack of a common technical feature. The laser treatment process of group II does 
not require the technical features of the composition of group I or the composition used 
in the coating method of group III. The claims of groups I and III share a common 
technical feature in that they include a solution of at least one silver compound. US 
2003/0194658 A1 discloses that a coating composition for laser supported treatment of 
glass surfaces comprising a silver compound, a binder and a solvent was known prior to 
the time of filing of the instant application and does not define a contribution over the 
prior art. Therefore the inventions are not linked by a special technical feature.
